WILMOT DEVASTATED BY FIRE. 



' Tho Entire Business District Entirely 
Destroyed 'Leaving KanyOut of 

Work — Loss Orer #00,000 ' 

■ *■ 

Friday evening of last w eek a disastrous 
fire occurred at the villages of. Wiltnot six 
miles from Antioch, juat over tho county 
3ine in' Wisconsin. •When the flames had 
been extinguished every industrial plant 
in;the whole town- had been wiped out. 
The lowB.was absolutely withaut'firo pro- 
tection' and the only protection was a 
bucket brigade composed of the men in the 
town.' The loss is ' estimated to be over 
860.000, with practically -no insurance. 
The fire broke out shortlj after 3 o'clock 
'" ana burned four hours. 
" ^ It was first discovered in tho Hour mill 
owned by Vonk Bros. Prom this mill it 
spread to surrounding buildings, nod in a 
short time it reached tho large shops 
owned by Anton Schlax, which were at 
once destroyed together with their contents. 
Prom tho shops the flumes spread to the 
Schmitt Brothers' Wngon works which is 
also a maas of ruins. 

At this point the heroic -work of the 
citizens put an end to the flames for a 
short time, but a litUo while later it was 
discovered that tho Episcopal church was 
on (ire. It was also burned to the ground 
with all its contents. 

The tosses ore named as follows:. Vonk 
Bros, millers, $33,000 with $7,000 in- 
surance; Anton Schlax, $5,000, no insur- 
ance; Schmitt Wagon works, $1,500, no 
insurance; Episcopal church loss $3,000, 
no insurance. There are many smaller 
losses. 

Several people. were slightly hurt in at- 
tempting to recover property from the 
burning buildings. The Episcopal church 
will not be rebuilt. All the other build- 
ings will be rebuilt at onco. Tho cause of 
the fire is unknown, but it is supposed to 
have originated in the machinery of the 
mill: .

It was based on the charge 
that army oliicors in Cuba ''were drawing 
two salaries, ono from- this government 
and one from the Cuban revenues, and 
wore expending money extravagantly. Tho 
charge was entirely .false. No officer 
in Cuba lias overdrawn two salaries. Away 
back when Secretary Alger was at the 
head of the War Department, under, an 
opinion from the Attorney" General, four 
officers— the. Military Governor of Cuba, 
the Military Governor of Havana, tho Col- 
lector of Havana, and the Treasurer of 
Cuba — were alloted allowances to meet ex- 
penses entailed upon them by .reason of their 
filling those positions, aggregating about 
$16,000 a year, and those allotments are 
still allowed,' and except in the case of the 
Military Governor of Havana, a position 
that has been abolished, will be continued 
as long as we occupy and govern the island 
and cannot be reasonably objected to. 
Senator Piatt, of Conn., one of the lost 
men in puhUo.Ufo who would countenance 
anything approaching wastefulness in pub- 
lic money either in Cuba or at home, fully 
answered the charge of extravagance by 
Army Officers in Cuba, when ho said on 
the floor of the Senate: "There has been 
no extravagance. I have been there. The 
public building or place as it is called there 
was pat in shape fit to live in. Nothing 
more was done." Mr. Piatt spoke from 
personal observation, as he was in Cuba 
only a few weeks ago. 

No reply has heen received from the Sul- 
tan of Turkey to the demand made by 
Secretary Hay, last week, by direction of 
President -McKinley, that he' keep his 
promises to pay for American Missionary 
property destroyed in Turkey; but a favor- 
uble answer is expected. 

Representative Hepburn, of Iowa, chair- 
man of the Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce, has made the positive 
announcement that his bill for tbo con- 
struction of the Nicaragua Canal will he 
taken up by the House May 1, and voted 
on the following day. The announcement 
was the result of an understanding which 
made the reporting of a special rule neces- 
eary. The fact that 250 members of the 
House requested that tho. hill be considered 
makes it certain that it will be passed by 
an overwhelming vote. 

Senator Gallinger said of his resolution 
asking the Secretary of tho Treasury for a 
detailed statement of the sums delivered 
from the. war revenue net, tho receipts from 
each subject of taxation to bo' stated separ- 
ately, which was adopted by the Senate: 
"I don't suppose it will lead to immediate 
legislation, but I am anxious to know ex- 
actly how much money has been received 
under the various stamp taxes. The infor- 
mation will' not be as interesting as it 
might be, because the same character of 
Btamps is used for various purposes, so that 
it is impossible to tell how many stamps 
ore placed upon telegrams, etc. The beer 
stamp i« a distinct one, and the amount 
can be accurately told. It will also be pos 
sible to inform us how many proprietary 
stamps of especial design have heen fur 
nished," 

Tho Treasury Department will be. ready 
to relievo tho army officers of the collection 
of Customs is Porto Rico on May I, the 
date upon which Gov. Allen will be inaug- 
urated, and the new law will take effect.

TrfE NA TIVE IN NATAL. 

Restrictions Under Which He Lives— 
Polygamy Recognised. 

It la a mistake to suppose, ne many 
do, that <the South African native en- 
Joys the same rights and privileges as 
the European, says the Scotsman. To 
give him such equal rights, at present 
at all events,- would be unwise and 
probably disastrous. There have been 
many laws enacted that are only ap- 
plicable to the native.- For Instance, 
there is a law that they must all be 
at their homes by D o'clock in the 
evening. A bell is rung at tho various 
pbllce stations at IUSb hour, and on no 
account are they allowed to he abroad 
after the bell ceases ringing, unless 
furnished with a pass from their em- 
ployer,' on which fs stated the extra 
•time they are permitted to be absent 
from their homes, Another law which 
placeB the native at an advantage, or 
disadvantage, whichever way it may 
be considered, la that he Is not allowed 
on any account to be. supplied with 
Intoxicating 'drink, and .any one found 
guilty ot so supplying is liable to a 
heavy fine. They are permitted, how- 
ever) to drink utyala, or Kaffir beer, 
a drink made from me°lles (Indian 
corn) and sour.mllk. This Is not very 
Intoxicating.-, Polygamy is still recog- 
nized In Natal — ot course, among the 
native races only. .Some people have 
expressed wonder to me that an en- 
lightened country like' Great Britain 
could allow such a state of affairs to 
exist In a country governed by It The 
only answer to these people Is to point 
out that "Rome was not built In a 
day," and it will necessarily and ob- 
viously take a long time of civilizing 
and Christianizing before the native 
can be educated to our way of think- 
ing In this, respect If we attempted 
suddenly to put a Btop to polygamy 
by radical laws we would doubtless 
find that the cure would be worse than 
the disease.

The Mormons themselves 
claim to be Increasing In the Dominion at 
the rate ot thousands per year, and, ac- 
cording to a Quebec correspondent,' assert 
that within the last year they have 
brought: in over 2,000 emigrants from 
Utah alone. 

If this is continued Canadian public 
men fear that they will shortly control 
large sections of tbe country. >. As the 
bulk of the people In southern Alberta 
have come from "Utah, and as the Mor- 
mons have so thorough an organisation, 
It Is dawning upon the country that they 
may become a serious menace to' the 
State, especially as there Is a grave sus- 
picion among their Gentile neighbors that 
polygamy Is practiced secretly by .these' 
Canadian Mormons. 

: Many. of the leading ciders In Alberta 
assert that polygamy is one of the chief 
privileges of the communloi, and if is 
asserted that In Borne cases the privi- 
lege has been held out as a' bait to would- 
be adherents of the baser' sort. 

Outside of Alberta nnd the other north- 
west provinces of Canada the Mormons 
claim to hnvo no fewer than .10,000 mem- 
bers In the province of Ontario. The 
leaders or "evangelists" of tbo church, en- 
deavor to obtain a footing in new centers 
by posing ns "ministers of the gospel." 
They profesB at first to follow, Christ and, 
the apostles' very ^closely and keep . the 
peculiar doctrines of the Mormon church 
very much In tbo background until they 
gain tbe confidence of their converts. 

SHUT-DOWN OF THE MILLS, 



Nearly 10,000 Men In the Steel and 
Wire Basinet* Idle. iY 

It Is claimed that the sudden' .shut- 
down of the twelve mills of the Ameri- 
can Steel aud. Wire Company has thrown 
nearly ten thousand, workmen out of em- 
ployment The -nulls affected are at Pitts- 
burg, Cleveland; Jollct, Hi;, Newcastle, 
Pn., Anderson, Ind., nnd Waukcgan and 
Dc Kolb, 111. These mills have a capac- 
ity of between 3,000 nnd 4,000 tons of 
manufactured product a day, arid their 
shutting down during what was believed 
to be n period of great activity and profit- 
making came us u surprise to people gen- 
erally. 

The cause of the shut-down Is given by 
John W. Gates, chairman, of the board of 
directors of the company, as slock busi- 
ness and over-production. The slack bus- 
iness, it is explained, Is brought about 
by a decline in the building trades owing- 
to widespread labor troubles. The bus-' 
pension of building operations shut off 
the demand for some' of the products of 
the American Steel nnd Wire Company, 
such as nnllSf.cle. . Auolhir product of 
the company Is fencing wire, nnd the' 
price of this had gone, so high that the 
farmers refused to buy It. 

The American Steel mid Wire Company 
was incorporated In January, 1800, with 
a capital stock ot. $90,000,000. Its com- 
mon stock sold last May ni' 72 and on the 
day of the* recent shut-down the selling 
price was 32, Preferred • stock sold at 
over 100 last March,

Our ~Lnlcc Commerce. ■ 

The steady growth of prosperity. under 
the protective tariff and sound money is 
illustrated by some facts just 'made pub- 
lic relative to th'o commerce on* the great 
lakes since- 1870, nnd which were com- 
piled by the treasury bureau 'of statistics. 

The great articles entering 'into the 
commerce on the lakes arc wheat, - Hour, 
and other grains, coal, iron and lutnhcr. 
The statements of the quantities 'of these 
articles passing 'through the Soo canal 
illustrate the growing utilization of this 
great water route for transportation of 
these articles' so readily transported In 
bulk. 

In 1871 then umber of bushels of wheat 
passing through the catinl was 1,870,705, 
while In 1800 the number of bushels was 
G8,807,X}5, or more than forty times as 
much us in 1871. Meantime tile receipts 
of wheat at' Buffalo Increased from 14,- 
000,000 bushels In 1872 to 83,000,000. in 
1808, while the total receipts of grain of 
all kinds (Including wheat .In' the form 
of flour) received, at Buffalo by lake In- 
creased from 02,000,000 bushels in 1872 
.to 207,000,000 bushels iu 1808. 

The exportation of wheat, and wheat 
flour .Increased from 30,000,000 bushels

increase in transportation by lake thus 
being much greater proportionately than 
the increase in exports from the sea- 
board, Transportation' of flour through 
the Soo canal' has increased with oven

Coal from the 
Pennsylvania. and Ohio fields Is supplied 
n't low freight rates to the Lake Superior 
region,' where conl production is light and 
fuel greatly in demand, as the vessels 
which carry the Iron ore, grain nnd Hour 
from the Lake Superior region enrry coal 
on their return trips at nominal freight 
rates.
